How do Christians view their 
world? 


What does belief contribute 
to the lives of Christians in such 
a complex world as ours? 


And, what is belief? 


The 1981-1982 ‘‘Know Your 
Faith’’ series, beginning in this 
issue of Southern Cross, 
examines the world that is at 
once exciting, but frightening, 
too. We live in a world that has 
grown smaller through the 
speed of rapid communications 
and travel. 


But just as our world grows 
smaller, the universe expands. 
New frontiers emerge to chal- 
lenge human _ understand- 
ing — the result of scientific dis- 
coveries and space exploraton;

prohibitions against spending public 
funds to support private schools or to 
aid religious purposes. 

In Sacramento, Joseph P. 
McElligott, director of the division of 
education of the California Catholic 
Conference, pointed out that the 
loans were to the children themselves 
and not the schools, and read a 
statement by California’s Catholic 
bishops which “‘deplored’’ the 
decision. 


The bishops were not unprepared 
for the ruling, and had been alerted to 
the possibility for quite some time. 
They pointed out that children in 
Protestant and Hebrew schools would 
also be deprived of book loans ou the 
court’s decision. 


STATE OFFICIALS defended the 
program in court on the basis that the 
loans benefitted the children and their 
parents, a position which the Los 
Angeles trial court upheld, and which 
the CTA and ACLU then appealed. 


The two groups which challenged 
the book loan program charged the 
Catholic Church with ‘‘censoring”’ 
book orders and that teachers in 
parochial schools construed the 
material (all of it strictly secular) in a 
religious manner. 


ALTHOUGH SLIGHTLY less 
than half of the approximately 1250 
private schools affected are Catholic, 
there were ‘‘very anti-Catholic kinds 
of things in the. briefs filed by the 
CTA and  ACLU,’’ said Dr. 
McElligott. ‘‘The whole trial process 
was directed against the Catholic 
Church.”’ :

GHETTOS TO SUBURBS— 
The National Federation of Priests’ 
Councils, in a Labor Day statement, 
urged Catholics not to forget that the 
labor movement had helped move 
them ‘‘from the ethnic ghettos to the 
suburbs.’’ The NFPC also criticized 
the Reagan administration’s handling 
of the air traffic controllers’ strike. 
‘‘We may criticize a particular union 
for its real faults but we make a grave 
error to stand by in silence and see a 
union destroyed,’’ it said. 


PEACE AND WORK — Poland 
needs ‘‘30 days of peace and work’’ to 
ease the nation’s political and 
economic crises, said Archbishop 
Josef Glemp of Warsaw and Gniezno. 
The Polish primate criticized the 
communist government and 
Solidarity, the independent union 
movement, for failing to reach agree- 
ments ending the crisis. Each side has 
been ‘‘declaring its innocence and 
pointing out the mistakes...of the 
other,’’ he said. 


SUPPORT UNITED WAY— 
Archbishop William Borders of 
Baltimore urged Catholics to continue 


supporting the United Way of Central © 


Maryland but to mark their contri- 
butions so that the money will not be 
given to Planned Parenthood. 
Planned Parenthood is aggressive and

NUCLEAR CONCERNS— An 
international group of Christian 
leaders will meet in Amsterdam, 
Netherlands, Nov. 23-27 to discuss 
nuclear disarmament. The meeting 
was announced in Geneva by the 
World Council of Churches, a co- 
sponsor of the gathering with the 
Commission of Churches for Interna- 
tional Affairs. It will investigate the 
problems of the arms race and limited 
nuclear war and provide a Christian 
perspective on the problem of nuclear 
arms. 


LINKED WITH MORALS— 
When sex education is taught in 
schools it must be linked with moral 
values, said the Quebec Assembly of 
Catholic Bishops’ Education Com- 


mittee. ‘‘In this matter, as in so many 


others, reference to moral value 
enlightened by faith is absolutely 
required in a Catholic school,’’ the 
committee said. It noted that sex 
education in the school must respect 
the psychological development of the 
young and avoid troubling them with 
the problems of adults. 


‘BANDIT’ FILES SUIT— 
Father Bernard T. Pagano, the priest 
once accused of being the ‘“‘gentleman 
bandit,’’ filed a $5 million suit against 
the state of Delaware, four police 
officers, and a magistrate. Father 
Pagano’s 1979 trial ended when 
Robert Clouser of Brookhaven, Pa., 
pleaded guilty before Wilmington 
Superior Court Judge Andrew D. 
Christie. The action, filed Aug. 27 in 
U.S. District Court, claims the police 
officers conspired, to, frame Father 
Pagano and deprived him of his 
constitutional rights. - 


MOON’S CHURCH — Bishops, 
parents, and government officials are 
voicing concern over activities in 
Brazil of the Rev. Sun Myung 
Moon’s Unification Church. Police 
have launched a nationwide investiga- 
tion of the organization and its critics 
have called it deceptive and enslaving 
of its young followers. While Brazil’s 
constitution guarantees freedom of 
religion, the Unification Church’s 
practice of having young followers 
leave~ their families goes against 
Brazil’s strong tradition of family 
unity. 


‘EXTREME SADISM’— The 
decapitations of non-combatants 
mark a sadistic and macabre escala- 


. tion of violence in El Salvador, said 


Bishop ‘Arturo Rivera Damas after 


seeing pictures of decapitated bodies. 


Bishop Rivera, apostolic administra- 
tor of San Salvador, prayed that God 
‘‘move the hearts of those who 
commit such crimes to mend their 
ways. These reports are truly hair- 
raising... These pictures show the 
extreme sadism of the crimes.’’

PRAYS FOR THEM— Pope 
John Paul II spent an evening with 
2,500 Irish youths Aug. 25 and 
thanked them for creating ‘‘a little 
Galway in Castelgandolfo,”’ site of his 
summer residence. ‘‘It is perhaps 
easier to laugh out of joy,’’ he told the 
Irish National Youth Pilgrimage. 
‘‘But I know that you Irish men and 
women are also suffering. I am 
praying every day for your ‘country, 
for your homeland, for your brothers 
and sisters, for every Irish man and 
woman.’’ 

TAIWAN TIES HIT— China 
will ‘‘take into consideration’’ the 
Vatican’s desire to establish diplo- 
matic relations with the communist 
government only after the Holy See 
breaks its ties with Taiwan, a Chinese 
government magazine said. ‘‘Until 
the Vatican changes its relations with 
the authorities in Taiwan, China will 
not take into consideration the estab- 
lishment of diplomatic relations,’’ it 
said. The Holy See currently has no 
apostolic nuncio in Taiwan, but its 
nunciature there is staffed by a charge 
d’ affairs.

‘We have kept the faith, 
but kept it to ourselves’ 


HARTFORD, Conn. (NC)— 
While Catholics have kept the faith, 
‘the problem is that we have kept it to 
ourselves,’’ Archbishop John 
Whealon of Hartford told more than 
5,000 Catholic. evangelizers. in 
Hartford Aug. 21-23 at the East Coast 
1981 Lay Celebration of Evangel- 
ization. 

The gathering, the third of three 
evangelization conferences held 
across the country in August, was 
described as ‘‘definitely the largest 
gathering of lay evangelizers in the 
history of the United States’’ by 
Paulist Father Alvin A. Illig, director 


of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops’ Committee on 
Evangelization. 


EARLIER evangelization confer- 
ences were held Aug. 6-8 in Portland, 
Ore., and Aug. 13-15 in St. Louis. 


Archbishop Whealon, in the con- 
ference’s opening address, defined an 
evangelizer- as ‘‘one who proclaims 
enthusiastically, ‘Jesus Christ means 
everything to me...and this is too 
good to keep to myself.’ 

“In the: past,’’ he continued, ‘‘we 
have sometimes been defensive and 
have seen ourselves as second-class 
citizens. We have not worked hard 
enough evangelizing ourselves.”’ 


THE ARCHBISHOP said _ the 
immediate target of Catholic evan- 
gelizers should be the 15 million 
inactive Catholics in the United 


States, followed by 30 milion un- 
cchurched Americans. 
‘“‘Many Catholics have never 


experienced..a conversion to Jesus 


- Christ,’” he said. ‘Various degrees of | 


apathy have led to alienation and to 

the point of non-practice.’ 

- Cardinal Humberto Medeiros of 

Boston called for more door-to-door 
‘ evangelization in programs like 

Boston’s ‘‘Visitors for Christ.’’ _ 

‘““THERE’S A _ BIG. difference 
between evangelization and prosely- 
tization,’’ “said Cardinal Medeiros. 
‘‘You don’t push the message down 
people’s throats by coercion or force; 
you live Christ and you bring His 
message as He did, gently, by invita- 
tion.”’ 

During the closing liturgy concele- 
brated by 20 bishops and 200 priests, 
Bishop Howard Hubbard of Albany, 
N.Y., stressed that all Catholics are 
called to evangelize. 

“If there is one message shining 
through this weekend, I hope it is the 


message that this call to evangelize is 
not given to a select few, not given to 
an elitist group of trained profession- 
als, to those who have had many years 
of theological training and apie 
formation.. 

“RATHER, THE CALL to evan- 
gelize is a call given to each baptized 
member of the Christian community 
and must be exercised in the everyday 
experience of daily living— in the 
home, the family, on the job, the 
neighborhood, the parish, and in the 
community,’’ he said. - 

Bishop Hubbard said there are 
three ‘‘essential and indispensable 
steps’’ to evangelization: 

e A personal faith life and ‘‘a 
strong and unswerving commitment 
to the Lord Jesus Christ’; 


¢ Profound respect for those 
being evangelized. ‘‘Our task is to 
propose— not impose— the 
Gospel,’’ he said; Hee 


¢ Willingness to reach out to the 
‘apathetic, bored, turned-off, (and) 
alienated’? and even to_ hostile 
Catholics. ‘‘Authentic evangelization 
includes dying to self so the power of 
God can be operative in our lives,”’ 
according to Bishop Hubbard. 

Bishop Hubbard dismissed critics 
who say the time is not right for evan- 
gelization until the Church itself is in 
‘‘exemplary spiritual condition.”’ 

Rather, he noted, the Church has 
never been in top gpinitugl condition 


_and never will be.

Blessed Sacrament now second 
parish with its own pre-school

SAN DIEGO — Blessed Sacrament 
Church has become the second parish 
in the Diocese of San Diego to offer a 
pre-school program for the children of 
working mothers; a pre-school at St. 
Francis Church in Vista is now in its 
third year of operation. 


Catholic schools have traditionally 
begun at the first grade, but increas- 
ingly throughout the United States 
they are also offering kindergarten 
and pre-school or day-care services. 
In the diocesan school system, 27 out 
of 42 parish grade schools now noe 
kindergartens. ; 

(In the Imperial Valley, Catholic 
Community Services will soon open a 
day-care facility three blocks from St. 
Mary’s School in El Centro. A 
tentative date of Oct. 1 has been set 
for the opening of the Maher-Medaer 
Day Care Center, which will be 
named for Bishop Leo T. Maher and 
Father Mark A. Medaer, pastor of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe Church in 
Calexico and vicar of the El Centro 
Deanery.) 

THE NEW pre-school program at 
Blessed Sacrament represents ‘‘a total 
parish commitment,’’ said Father 
William G. Mooney, the pastor, who 
praised the efforts of the finance and 
administrative committees of the 
parish council. 


‘‘We took a survey in our parish 
school and found that many of our 
children had one or both parents 
working,’’ said Father Mooney, 
citing this and single-parent families 
as a major reason for opening the pre- 
school. In addition, he noted, when 
parents send their children to public 
school kindergartens there is often a 
tendency to keep them in public 
schools where their friends are. 

‘““WE KNOW THAT the pre- 
school will feed the kindergarten, and 
when parents have children in the 


. kindergarten there is an impetus to 


keep them in the Catholic schools,”’ 
said Father Mooney. ‘‘Hopefully 
we’ll have them through the eighth 
grade, because our families tend to 


' stay in the area.”’ 


Blessed Sacrament’s pre-school is 


now housed in the library of the 
parish parochial school. Parishioners 
are donating materials and their own 
labor to complete a separate play- 
ground for the children, aged -two- 
and-a-half to five,’so that they will 
have a play area of their own when 


' bring.their own sack lunch, 


the parish grade school opens next 
week. 

The pre-school will be open 
Monday through Friday, 52 weeks a 
year, and provides full or part-time 
care from 7 a.m. until 6 p.m.; its staff 
of three will be able to care for up to 
two dozen children. The children 
and 
snacks are provided. 


MUCH OF the credit for starting 
the project goes to Sharon Gaskin, a 
parishioner with 14 years of teaching 
experience. Assisting her are Mary 
Ellen Turletes and Angela Kittler. 

‘‘Pre-school is more than simply 
taking care of children while their 
mothers are working,’ said Gaskin. 
“Tt’s refreshing to see the things they 
really can learn, and there is defin- 
itely a learning process going on : 
here.’ 

The program at Blessed Sacrament 
is a balanced one. There are weekly 
lesson plans as well as monthly goals 
set for the youngsters, and instruction 
in math, science, language, music, 
manipulative and dramatic skills, as 
well as religious instruction. 


‘““THERE ARE a lot of pre-schools 
out there, but there aren’t that many 
quality pre-schools,’’ said Gaskin. 
‘‘Because of my dedication to the 
Church, I wanted to see a Catholic 


> 


one. 

A ‘‘quality, Christ-centered’’ 
education for the youngsters is what 
Father Mooney expects of any 
Catholic school. ‘‘A knowledge of 
Christ as a loving savior is important. 
Children must see Him as someone to 
love. They’re going to get it here,’’ he 
said.

Fingers crossed 


Remember the kid you grew up with, who always 
promised to do something for you, but then reneged, 
saying, ‘‘T had my fingers crossed’’? He grew up to be an 
air traffic controller. What was lost then was a favor; what 
could be lost now are lives. 

An oath, according to the Catholic Encyclopedia, is an 
‘appeal to God in witness of the truth of statements or of 
the binding character of promises. The oath...continues to 
be regarded as a useful social institution and a formal guar- 
antee of truthfulness necessary in organized society.”’ 


The air traffic controllers, by breaking their oaths, 
are undermining the social character of their promise 
not to strike. All the other issues of the current tension 
between them and the federal government pale beside 
the controllers’ cavalier treatment of their solemn 
promise not to strike. 


In extreme cases, oaths can be broken. However, we are 


hard-pressed to find an extreme case among men and 


women earning far-above-the-average wage, working 


normal hours, and stockpiling pensions. 

To want more money, fewer hours of work, and a 
greater guarantee of a secure old age is the desire of 
everyone. But to break a sacred pledge in order to achieve 


them —we suspect —takes a special kind of disregard for | 


one’s own word. 


Perhaps the air traffic controllers have some legitimate - 


complaints. However, it seems their claims of risk seem 
overblown—police on patrol in the ghetto and miners 
under the earth face far greater dangers for much smaller 
wages. 

Perhaps the government was heavy-handed in_ its 
dealings with the union. 

But nothing in the current situation justifies the 
violation of an oath and the placing of the lives of air 
travellers in jeopardy. 

Air traffic controllers knew the rules when they took their 
jobs, and they swore in their oaths that they would abide by 
these rules. 


Now, their solemn promise means nothing to them. 


‘In all the interviews conducted in the media since the 
strike began, we have yet to hear a single controller directly 
answer a question about their oaths. They become evasive 
when asked how they can justify the shattering of their 
promise —a promise elicited in order to maintain social 
order and safety.. 

How the air traffic controllers’ strike will be handled 
does not interest us so much as the lasting effects of the 
damage done to the concept of covenants, oaths, and 
promises. 


Society rests on a foundation of faith in one another — on 
the assumption that truth is being told—and on the belief 
that integrity exists. 

It seems to us that the air traffic controllers have crashed 
all that into the ground, and the wreckage will be strewn all 
around the land, for a long time to come.

A plea for peace, disarmament 


CASTELGANDOLFO, Italy (NC)— Speaking in a sad 


but strong voice, Pope John Paul II recalled the horror of 
Hiroshima as he prayed for peace and pleaded for 
disarmament last Sunday. : 


Addressing some 14,000 visitors to the papal summer 
residence at Castelgandolfo, the pope repeated words he 
had uttered at Hiroshima during his visit to Japan last 
February. ‘‘Let us promise each other,”’ said the pontiff, 
‘that we will work tirelessly for disarmament and the 
abolition of all nuclear weapons.”’ 


Noting that he was speaking two days before the 
anniversary of the start of World War II, the pope said that 
its recollection offers the world a warning that there can 
happen ‘‘a new war, with the use of nuclear energy.”’ 


Recalling the specter of Hiroshima, the pope said in a 
mournful tone, ‘‘I bow my head to the memory of the 
thousands of men, women, and children who lost their lives 
in that terrible moment and of those who for long years 
have carried around in their bodies and in their minds 
those germs of death.”’ 


The pope lamented the fact that ‘‘since that fatal day, 
nuclear arms have increased both in quantity and in their 
destructive force.”’ 


As he has done many times before, most notably in his 
1979 address to the United Nations, the pope pleaded for 
‘‘all the world, all nations, and all ideological systems, 
heads of state, and leaders of military forces’’ to turn away 
from arms as a means of resolving differences. 


After his message on disarmament, the pontiff prayed 
the Angelus and then moved from the courtyard of the 
residence to a balcony overlooking the main square of the 
tiny mountain town. There he spoke in eight languages to 
visitors who had come from all over the world. 

The pontiff then called the crowd’s attention to the 
presence of four young Franciscan seminarians who had 


walked with backpacks some 700 miles from Poland to 


Rome as a sign of their love for the pope and devotion to 
the Church. The journey took them 43 days. 

John Paul clearly enjoyed greeting the pilgrims end 
seemed well on his way to recovery from gunshot wounds 
inflicted during the assassination attempt on May 13. At 
the end of his 35-minute appearance, the crowd cheered 
loudly, many of them chanting, ‘‘Long live the pope.”’ 

_ Smiling broadly, the pope joked, ‘‘He is living, he is 
living. He is convalescing.’’

Up there with John Wayne 


A few weeks ago I met a man of no particular 
religion (he was of Jewish background) who 
considered himself to be spiritually minded. He was 
intelligent and pleasant to speak with, but he 
astonished me by becoming distinctly emotional on 
the subject of Pope John Paul II. 


_ “T love that man,’’ he said passionately. ‘‘Just — 
looking at his portrait stirs me to feelings of deep 
warmth. He is a wonderful man, a hero of our time. 
For me he is right up there with John Wayne.”’ 


IT WAS AN ENTIRELY novel concept. The 
pope is, I agree, heroic, but so are all those of us who 
honestly live Christ in our world and radiate His 
love and forgiveness to those we encounter. His 
heroism is essentially Christian, and although one 
might imagine him doing dramatic deeds in 
wartime, it is not in such feats that his heroism lies. 


He is a physically strong man— in the John 
Wayne image — but it is his strength of conviction 
that is more impressive; he is capable of bold, 
courageous action, but again, his onslaught is most 
powerful in the area of faith and morality. His 
leadership, public presence, and international 


impact is of a very different order. 


But the man’s comment touched me, and went a 
long way to explaining Pope John Paul’s charisma

for the many non-Catholics who admire him. We 
Catholics cannot separate the office from the man, 
indeed, the man becomes the visible presence of 
Christ in our world— or should. But for the millions 
of others who see the war hero, the kind, warm man 
of the people, more clearly than the papacy, he may 
well be a hero in the John Wayne style. 


THE TRICK IS TO SEPARATE the fantasy 
from the reality. Strong, confident, with the 
conquering love of Christ his banner, the pope is 
certainly a person to rally us into battle, tame the 
wilderness, protect the weak and dispense the kind 
of justice that defeats villainy and evil. Just like John 
Wayne! But the battles he leads us into are fought 
within the perimeters of our own selves. The 
wilderness is not easy to tame for it grows constantly 
in the hearts of humankind, side by side with the 
weakness. 


The Wild-West, six-gun justice of Wayne was 
simple and satisfying. We knew that evil was 
defeated because it lay there, sprawled in the dust of 
the main street, unmoving and visibly lifeless. But 
the Christian hero has no such final solution. His 
objective is not to kill but to convert, not to condemn 
but to trust. 

It is a far harder kind of mission and one that can 


only succeed in faith and draining perseverance. 
And when our real hero does not look particularly 
heroic from time to time, we cannot snip the film 
and leave the errors lying on the cutting room floor. 


ALL THE SAME, it was rather nice to think, of 
Pope John Paul ‘‘up there’’ with John Wayne; It 
was nice to find someone equating him with all he 
found admirable in the American hero. It was nice 
to feel that this particular hero is very much ‘‘our’’ 
hero. 

Sometimes we do lose the man behind the office, 
and I rather like to visualize our pope riding high in 
the saddle and talking slowly and gently but with 
undeniable authority; receiving the highest honor 
with modesty and likeable humor; riding off into the 
sunset to the strains of a heavenly chorus— and 
maybe a lone coyote obligatto! 


But, each to his own hero! Try as I might, when I 
watch him on television or see his photograph, there 
is no way I can envision a six-shooter at his hip. For 
me his ‘face is always overlaid with that of the 
Suffering Servant of Isaiah, his smile with” the 
compassion of the lonely carpenter of Nazareth. For 
me, the pope is ‘‘up there’’ with Jesus, ‘‘up there”’ 
with Christ whom we love and follow, although still 
far too little. He is, for me, a man of God— a hero of 
God. 


Repentance here and now 


‘September 6, 1981, Twenty-Third Sunday in 
Ordinary Time. Ezekiel 33:7-9; Romans 13:8-10; 
Matthew 18:15-20. 

This first September Sunday traditionally marks 
the end of the summer season; vacations are ending, 
children will be back in school, and parish activities 
are picking up again. Fall is only two weeks away, 

~and the readings remind us of the more serious tasks 
ahead—we are to live the Gospel message and also 
bring it to others. : 


Ezekiel the prophet was the son of a priest who 
was carried into captivity in Babylon by King 
Nebuchadnezzar. The period coyered by our 
present Book of Ezekiel is from 593-571 B.C., and 
consists of oracles and words of consolation 
addressed by God to His people through His 
prophet. 


TOO OFTEN WE think of the prophetic office as 
concerning itself exclusively with the shape of things 
that are to come, ‘but Ezekiel shows us that it is also 
the function of the prophet to call the people back to 
conversion and repentance in the here and now, in 
the concrete reality of their everyday lives. 

The prophet is the ‘‘watchman’’ who is 
responsible to God for what he does—and what he 


doesn’t do. So too are those who are charged with © 


the teaching office or the. instruction of others: we 
are equally guilty before God for hiding the truth as 
we are for failing to proclaim it truthfully. 


St. Paul’s letter to the Church at Rome must 
always be read in the light of the apostle’s 
conversion from Judaism, where he was a follower of 
the strict (Pharisee) party with its insistence on 
observing the Mosaic Law down to the smallest 
detail. 

BUT JESUS CHRIST has fulfilled both the Law 
and the Prophets, so it is to Jesus that we must look 
if we ourselves would be fulfilled. And the Law of 
Christ is, simply put and in its totality, love. Paul 
reduces the whole of the law to the mighty injunction 
to ‘‘love your neighbor as yourself.”’ 

The responsorial psalm (Ps. 95:1-2, 6-7, 8-9) 
serves as a perfect bridge between our first and 
second readings. Having been reminded of our duty 
before God to bear witness to His word, and about 
to hear the reminder that God desires love in our 
relationships with each other, we were told to watch 
and to listen, and to open ourselves to His grace: “‘If 
today you hear His voice, harden not your hearts.”’ 


We continue our reading from the 18th chapter of 
St. Matthew’s Gospel, which is very much 


concerne¢ with Church and the harmonious life 
within the Christian community. The apostle 
continues his binding and loosing theme which 
figured so prominently earlier in the chapter when 
Christ conferred the keys of the kingdom on St. 
Peter. 


THERE IS ALMOST an echo of our first 
reading here. The Christian is obliged in conscience’ 
to witness what is right, even to the point of 
reproving another. If that fails, we have at least 
done what is asked of us, and it then becomes’ a 
matter for the Church. 


It is interesting to note that St. Matthew — himself 
a hated tax collector, a tool of the Romans, before 
his call by Jesus—considers those who ignore the 
correction of the Church as nothing more than tax 
collectors themselves, and to be treated as such. . 


But the enduring lesson of this Gospel reading is 
that the Church is a community bound together in 
prayer, and that while discipline may be called for, it 
must be discerned in prayer before being carried 
out. To the age-old question first posed by 
Cain — ‘‘Am I my brother’s keeper?’’ — the answer 
is a resounding ‘‘Yes!”’ 4 sh

on the grounds of both the first 
amendment and the equal protection 
clause of the fourteenth, but Dr. 
McElligott doesn’t think this is too 
likely. ‘‘Wilson Riles (state 
superintendent of education) is so 
opposed to any form of public support 
for parents of parochial school 
students, including books, tax credits 


- or vouchers, we would not expect to 


see the state appeal the decision.’’ 


IT IS NOT &0 much the dollar cost 
as the principle involved right now, 
feels Dr. McElligott, and the decision 
itself will have little impact, at least 
for this coming school year; most 
deliveries. of state textbooks ‘to 
parochial schools have already been 
made, and the court order is not final 
for another 30 days, and then must 
first be sent to the lower court in Los 
Angeles for implementation. 

Parents of parochial school children 
by next year might have to pay 
upwards of $25 for textbooks, said Dr. 


McElligott, although the official cost 
per pupil to the state is $13.50. ‘“This 
figure reflects the enormous 
purchasing power of the state and the 
fact that they even lease printing 
plates from the publishers and print 
them here in Sacramento,”’ he noted. 

Hardest hit by the decision if it is 
left standing because of no appeal, 
said Dr. McElligott, would be parents 
in inner-city schools who are already 
struggling to meet tuition payments.

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Where does belief fit into this modern world?

Several years ago, a journalist wrote a 
moving account of his daughter’s last 
days at a hospice in Oxford, England. 


The daughter was a young professional 
in her 20s and, according to the father’s 
description, approached death from 
cancer with great tranquility. Although 
she accepted death in a manner one might 
expect to see in persons of deep religious 
faith, she was an atheist. 


I can recall my feelings being in turmoil 
as I read her story. I felt sorrow for those 
close to her. I also felt some loss of my 
own that the world was now without 
someone as talented and sensitive as she. 


But another: side of me struggled to 
understand how this young woman could 
confront death devoid of fear or anger. To 
her, death implied total annihilation. She 
wasn’t thinking about a future union with 
God or loved ones. 


HOW DOES one cope with death 
without religious faith, I wondered. As it 
turned out, the young woman’s story be- 
came valuable for me, provoking reflec- 
tion on my own faith — on its role in my 


life, what I was doing to develop it, and on © 
its great value to me. 

Then, it occurred to me that motiva- 
tion to think about faith can stem from 
many sources. It sometimes happens, as 
in the case just mentioned, that we are led 
to such reflection by an encounter with 
people who place faith in something quite 
different. 

There are people who place faith in the 
basic goodness of human life rather than 
in Christianity or another religious 
expression. Often these people live by 
high moral principles. They may seem 
enigmatic to Christians. 

Many of the world’s citizens place faith 
in Marxist or Leninist doctrines for 
renewing society. They are convinced, 
and they strive to win others to their 
beliefs. 


SOME people place their faith in the 
powers of science and technology. Star- 
tling advances in these fields have given 
humankind greater control over its own 
fate. More and more, human beings 
assume the power to create life and to 
take it. 

Space exploration has shown what a 
tiny speck this earth of ours is in the vast- 
ness of the universe. Some people ask 
how Christianity will fit into things cen- 


-turies from now if it is humankind’s fate 


to move beyond the earth and colonize 
the galaxies. 


Of course, as the universe expands . 
‘before the eyes of our modern explorers, 


this world seems to grow smaller; its 
inhabitants come into more frequent con- 
tact with each other. One result is that 
Christians are brought face to face with 
members of world religions like Buddh- 
ism or Hinduism. 

The discovery that other world 
religions are now close at hand actually 
can be a source of anxiety for some peo- 
ple. Our society has seen many young 
people turn to Eastern religions — a 
puzzle to many parents and others. 


AT THE same time, the awareness of 
other world religions can lead people to 
worthwhile reflection on their own faith 
and to greater understanding of its mean- 
ing. Perhaps, witnessing the Buddhist 
reverence for all of life, including nature, 
people begin to think again about this 
aspect of their own faith. 


World events also can make people ~ 


think about their faith. The rise of terror- 
ism, international conflicts, political 
assassinations, revolutions, the arms race 
— all these lead people to reflection on 
the meaning of life and of God’s pre- 


sence. Can Christianity really help to 
bring about a better world, people may 
wonder. 

What happens when faith is 
challenged? Do people turn totally away 
from. religious faith? More likely, what 
happens is their faith in something else — 
in technology or politics — comes to exist 
side by side with religious faith. 


THAT IS a reason why reflection on 


faith seems important. Faith needs atten- 


tion. Without it, faith may begin to erode, 
replaced by a consuming devotion to 
other values. 

Reflection on faith: That is what the 
new series that begins on these pages this 
week is really all about. Our hope is that 
reflection on faith will be a means of our 
growing to full stature in Christ, the final 
destination of our faith journey. 


Journey’? 

Yes, I think the life of faith is a journey. 
Sometimes it is peaceful and smooth. 
Other times it is less so. 

The events along the journey’s route 
can drive us to reflection on our faith: 
what faith is, what it has to do with us, 
how it can come to life for us and how. we 


can invest ourselves in it.

Mark's message: Follow Jesus, even to cross

The Jesus of Mark’s Gospel is a tragic 
figure, misunderstood, rejected, attacked 
and executed. But paradoxically, this was 
the path Jesus took to victory. - 

Mark wanted to get that message across 
to his readers: The way to glory is the way 
of the cross. To be a Christian is to follow 
Jesus — all the way. 3 

So, who is this Jesus Mark sets forth as 
the center of our faith and our life? It is 
not easy to answer that question in one 
column since the Jesus of Mark is as com- 
plex as the Gospel of Mark. But it is possi- 
ble to draw a preliminary sketch. 

The Gospel of Mark opens with the 


words: *“‘Here begins the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God.’ The word, 
‘*gospel,’’ means good news, so another 
way of saying this is, ““Here begins the 
good news which is Jesus Christ, the Son 
of God.” 


For Mark, the Gospel is not merely a 
matter of the good news about Jesus. For 
Mark, Jesus is the good news. 


SINCE THE Gospel of Mark will have 
a great deal to say about belief, this 
introduction is supremely important. It 
points up the fact that Christian faith has 
as its object a person, not just a set of 
truths or an ethical code. To be a Chris- 
tian is to accept Jesus and to live in an 


) we ieee 
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intimate interpersonal relationship with 


him. : 

When we refer to the Jesus of Mark, 
we indicate that the writer is presenting 
his own carefully worked out view of 
Jesus. He paints a portrait intended to 
answer the needs of his readers in their 
actual living of the Christian life. 

For Mark, quite clearly Jesus is the Son 
of God. He uses the title sparingly but in 
strategic places: Right at the beginning, 
for instance, and in the climactic scene on 
Calvary. Here Mark has the Roman cen- 
turion make the astounding act of faith 
that no one in the Gospel has been able to 
make up to that point, even those who 
witnessed his miracles: ‘Clearly this man 
was the Son of God!” . 

And what did the centurion see? A bat- 
tered corpse, hardly calculated to inspire 
belief in divinity. But there is deep irony 
here and profound theological truth. - 


IT IS NOT the divinity of Jesus, 
however, but his humanity which domi- 
nates Mark’s portrait. Though Mark 
refers to Jesus as the Son of God and 


_ Messiah, a favorite title for Mark is the 


Son of Man. This title colors the entire 
second half of the Gospel. 

Right after Peter acknowledges, ‘““You 
are the Messiah!”’ Jesus enjoins silence 
on him. Immediately we read: Jesus 


“began to teach them that the Son of 


Man had to suffer much.” _ 

This is the first of three predictions of 
the passion in this Gospel. The shadow of 
the cross falls across the Gospel of Mark 
to such an extent that it has even been 
called a passion story with an introdut- 
tion. 

It is not only the second half of the 
Gospel that strikes this somber note. As 
early as Chapter 3 we find Mark talking 
about some who plotted against Jesus, 
wondering “how. they might destroy 
him.” 

The cross is in view from the begin- 
ning, and Mark never lets us lose sight of 
it. For him Jesus is the suffering Son of 
Man who “‘has come not to be served but 
to serve — to give his life in ransom for

Anonymous correspondent understands Flannery O'Connor

Flannery O’Connor received a letter in 
1955 from a woman now known to the 
public simply, and anonymously, as A. 
She opened the letter and was pleased. 
The young woman basically grasped what 
Ms. O’Connor was trying to accomplish 
as a writer. 

Like many fiction writers, Ms. 
O’Connor often felt her work was misun- 
derstood. Some people thought her short 
stories were weird. So, in her response to 
A, she wrote: 

“I'am very pleased to have your letter. 
Perhaps it is even more startling to me to 
find someone who recognizes my work 
for what I try to make it than it is for you 
to find a God-conscious writer near at 
hand. The distance is 87 miles, but I feel 

- the spiritual distance is shorter.” 


Then the Georgia writer explained: “I 
write the way I do because (not though) I 
am a Catholic. This is a fact and nothing 
covers it like the bald statement.” 


TWO WEEKS later, A and Ms. 
O’Connor exchanged letters again. This 
time the writer told her new friend: “One 
of the awful things about writing when 
you are a Christian is that for you the ulti- 
mate reality is the Incarnation, the pre- 
sent reality is the Incarnation, and nobody 
believes in the Incarnation; that is, 
nobody in your audience. My audience 
are the people who think God is dead. At 


least these are the people I am conscious 


of writing for.” 

In her letters to A, Ms. O’Connor tells 
of the important role played in her work 
by belief and by the church. Some fellow 
believers might not share all her religious 
views. But when Ms. O’Connor’s letters 
were published in 1979, quite a few must 
have been surprised at how large a role 
she attributed to belief. 

Ms. O’Connor suffered from lupus 
erythematosus, a disease long controlled 
for her by. medication. Many people recall 
her as a talented Southern writer whose 
gifts were still developing when she died 
at an early age. Perhaps others remember 


one of her stories from television. 


SHE RAISED peacocks on the farm 
where she and her mother lived — an 
avocation, she said, that ‘‘requires every- 


thing of the peacock and nothing of me.” - 


And she possessed a riotous sense of 
humor, often revealed in letters to her 
literary friends, the Robert Fitzgeralds. 


Sally Fitzgerald edited Ms. O’Connor’s . 


letters for publication. 

Often Ms. O’Connor regaled Mrs. 
Fitzgerald with silly child-rearing advice, 
not meant to be taken seriously. And 
once, after being photographed for her 
publisher, Ms. O’Connor wrote the 
Fitzgeralds: a 


“THEY WERE all bad. (The pic- 
tures.) The one I sent looked as if I had 
just bitten my grandmother and this was

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one of my few pleasures, but all the rest 
were worse.” i 

Ms. O’Connor was concerned at times 
about money. But her loyalties were 
strong and she was known to sell stories 
to the lowest bidder. 

In an early letter to A, Ms. O’Connor 
said she had lots of time on her hands. 
She apologized for writing again so pro- 
mptly, not wanting to force A into **a cor- 
respondence that you don’t have time for 
or that will become a burden.” 


When she first wrote to Ms. O’Connor, 


‘A was not a Catholic. But when she joined 


the church, Ms. O’Connor wrote: ‘‘All 
voluntary baptisms are a miracle to me 
and stop my mouth as much as if I had 
just seen Lazarus walk out of the tomb.” 


IN A LETTER to A, the writer said 
she thought it was probably no more 
difficult in her day to see Christ as God 
and man “‘than it has always been, even if 
today there seem to be more reasons to 
doubt.”

VATICAN CITY (NC)— Pope John Paul 
II named Archbishop Guiseppe Casoria, an 
aide to six Vatican bodies, as pro-prefect of the 
Congregation for Sacraments and Divine 
Worship Aug. 25. 


The 72-year-old Italian succeeds Australian 
Cardinal James R. Knox, who had continued 
as prefect of the sacraments congregation on an 
interim basis after his appointment Aug. 4 as 
president of the new Pontifical Council for the 
Family. 

Archbishop Casoria, who had been the 
secretary of the Vatican Congregation for 
Saints’ Causes, will become prefect of the 
sacraments congregation if and when he is 
named to the College of Cardinals. 


He is also a consultor to the Pontifical 
Commission for the Revision of the Code of 
Canon Law and a member of the Pontifical 
Commission for the Interpretation of the 
Decrees of the Second Vatican Council.

California. 

Readers of the newsletter are being asked to write 
or call the bookstores to have the comics reinstated, 
said the newspaper, which also reported that some 
bookstore owners already are receiving such calls. 

‘Tt would be much easier to sell them (the comic 
books) than to take the abuse from people who want 
them,’’ said Shelvy Sekeres, the owner of a religious 
supply store in nearby Virginia Beach, who says she 
has no intention of returning the comics to her 
shelves.

¢are invariably junkies and so it has 
become a routine Practice of the SIU 
to supply their informers with drugs. 
And from here it is a short step to 
circumvent the law’s notorious delay 
still more by relieving the drug dealer 
of his money as well as his drugs. This 
way they put him out of business, and 
he’s not back on the streets again in a 
few days. And if the arresting officers 
profit from this — the money is always 
shared with scrupulous fairness 
among the team— who has a better 
right? Who else is taking like risks? 
What goes on in the _ process, 
however, is a symbiotic relationship 
between the hunter and the hunted. 


Though there is no_ evidence 
against him, Danny, an_ Italian 
Catholic, is tormented by guilt and he 
comes forward to cooperate with 
federal authorities investigating police 
corruption. He sets one condition: 
that he never be required to inform on 
his partners. 


ONCE HE BECOMES wired, 
however, and the tape-recorded 


evidence begins to accumulate, he 
comes to realize that his initial agony 
of indecision was but a prelude to far 
worse suffering to come, which his

family will have to share. He becomes 
caught up in a process over which no 
one really has control, and though the 
agents whom he first contacted agreed 
in good faith to honor the condition 
that he set, the impersonal system 
allows for no such remnants of human 
concern. Its inexorable workings force 
him — he who only wanted to do what 
was right— into what he and his 
fellow officers view as one betrayal 
after another. 


This is the best film that Sydney 
Lumet has directed in a long time, 
Perhaps his best ever. Often Lumet 
has been taken up with mere effect, 
but here aided by a good script by Jay 
Presson Allen, he shows a concern for 
substance. We get to know the 
motivation of almost every 
character— sympathetic and 
unsympathetic alike— why he acts 
the way he does and, more: signi- 
ficantly, why he thinks the way he 
does. 


If any police officer at all remains 
untainted, you would never guess it 
from Prince of the City. In Lumet’s 
Serpico, the corrupt cops were stereo-

Marriage Encounter: 


By Deacon James Steinberg 


SANTEE— Along with cursillo and charis- 
matic renewal, the marriage encounter movement is 
one of the most popular — and successful — happen- 
ings in the Roman Catholic Church today. 

In little more than a decade, Worldwide Marriage 
Encounter has grown from seven couples, a few 
priests and some Sisters to over one-and-a-half 
million people; and while it remains Roman 
Catholic in practice and theology, a number of other 
faiths have also adopted it. 

IN THE DIOCESE of San Diego alone, well 
over 6,000 couples have been on a marriage encoun- 
ter weekend. One can spot many of them by the 
familiar yellow-and-red bumper stickers on their 
cars or the way they hold hands when they come up 
to receive Holy Communion, something which 
puzzles many ‘‘non-encountered’’ Catholics. 

“It’s a witness to others that the sacrament of 
marriage is a very special state,’’ said Tony Di,Fede, 
who along with his wife, Kathy, directs the move- 
ment’s media apostolate in the diocese. The Di 
Fedes are also a team couple who, along with two 
other husband-wife teams and a priest, give some of 
the 50 to 60 ‘‘weekends’’ held every year in San 
Diego and Imperial Counties. 

“‘We have become more aware of us as a sacra- 
ment,’’ said Kathy Di Fede, ‘‘and not just some- 


‘thing somebody gave to us. We are proud of it and 


want to proclaim it to the Church.”’ 


AT THE HEART of the marriage encounter 
weekend is learning how to communicate — really 
communicate — with one’s spouse, and that first in- 
volves listening without searching for an’ answer 
while the other person is still speaking. After that 
comes honest and open communication between 
husband and wife. 


Marriage encounter is an- answer to the rapidly 
growing divorce rate today, said Tony Di Fede, but 
it is not for marriages that are in trouble; it is, 
rather, aimed at good marriages and ways to make 
them better. And it looks at husband and wife indi- 
vidually and as a couple in the larger perspective of 
their relationships with each other, God, and the 
entire Church. 

The Di Fedes went on their weekend encounter 
four years ago, after 11 years of marriage, and have 


‘ been active in the movement ever since. They have 


three boys—ages. 13, 7, and 2—and are parish- 
ioners at Guardian Angels Church in Santee. The 
couple met while Tony was stationed in San Diego 
with the U.S. Navy. He is now a product support 
specialist with a large computer manufacturer — “‘I 
tell customers what they need and how they should 
hook it up.’’ 

“WE WERE NOT communicating when we 
went on our weekend,’’ said Kathy Di Fede. 
‘Something was missing. The world says you have 
to do your own thing, but we were a married couple 
and God doesn’t want us to be separate. Things 
were basically going well. But I had my own way of 
doing things and my own way of thinking, and we 
just couldn’t talk things out. In fact things remained 


_unsaid, because I just couldn’t articulate what was 


troubling me.”’ 

“‘T saw us as an average couple, and saw my 
career as the important thing in my life,’’ said Tony 
Di Fede. ‘‘I measured things by what I could accom- 
plish in my job and by what I could provide for my 
family. It was strictly what J could do and what J 
could be.’’ 


Both agree that marriage at that point was simply 
‘‘making the best of it,’’ but with no awareness of 
who they really were as a couple joined to each other 
by. sacrament. 


THE ENCOUNTER weekend provided both 
husband and wife with a ‘‘non-threatening’’ way of 
looking at each other, and their marriage hasn’t 
been the same since then. 


“‘We took those communication techniques home 
with us and used them every day,’’ said Kathy Di 
Fede. ‘‘We take the time to talk to each other and all 
the fear is gone. We are much closer to each other 
and to our children.”’ 


‘I listen better for one thing,’’ said Tony Di 
Fede. ‘‘That’s a big part of it. I don’t become angry 
or defensive even when Kathy talks about the 
budget. Before I was controlled by my feelings, but 
now we can both say what is really there. Knowing 
what she’s thinking really does make a difference.”’ 


THE COUPLE recently returned from New 


‘Us as a sacrament’ 


Jersey, where they attended the national convention 
of Worldwide Marriage Encounter. ‘‘It’s really 
another, big weekend experience for couples,’’ said 
Kathy Di Fede. ‘‘There were talks, and the Eucha- 
rist was celebrated every day. It was like a big family 
reunion.’ 


Her husband agrees about this ‘‘family’’ aspect of 
marriage encounter. ‘‘There are not too many 
places where you can go and not be concerned about 
the values you have. We are a community of people 
who share the same common values and who we can 
be with.”’ 


“‘We see the movement as a strong part of the 
renewal going on in the Church today,”’ he added. 
‘*The married couple is the first little Church, and 
all together we are the body of Christ.’’ 


‘““WE DO HAVE the support of the Church here 
in San Diego,’’ said Kathy Di Fede, who singled out 
Bishop Leo T. Maher for the encouragement he has 
given Marriage Encounter in the’diocese. ‘‘And we 
are organized on a parallel structure, along parish 
and deanery lines, to further the work of the 
Church.”’ 

While it is not primarily a ‘ 


‘religious’’ organiza- 


tion per se, Marriage Encounter has been responsible 
for a number of Catholics coming back to the 
Church and for a number of non-Catholic spouses 
becoming Catholics. 

‘‘If you give people the basic tools to evangelize 
themselves, they’ll come back to the Church,’’ said 
Tony Di Fede. ‘‘I know I did.’”’

Initiative encouraged, 
liturgy abuses rapped 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — A letter written by the 
papal secretary of state, Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, 
on behalf of Pope John Paul II encourages liturgica? 
development and initiative. 


At the same time the letter warns against abuses 
which can desacralize the liturgy and alter its 
substance. 


Cardinal Casaroli said that liturgical reform had 
already begun to show the fruits of the “‘reflowering 
of the spiritual life of the Christian community’’ 
which the Second Vatican Council had seen as the 
goal of liturgical renewal. 

But the letter also said that a ‘‘ ieee conciliar 
orientation has often been disregarded by doctrinal 
attitudes and practices which are in contrast’’ to the 
principles and directives of true liturgical reform. 


Cardinal Casaroli said that in such cases there is 
underestimated ‘‘the danger of a progressive and 
fatal flawing of the sacredness of the liturgy, by 
indulging in forms which alter its significance and its 
substance.’” ~ 

The secretary of state said that sometimes, ‘‘by 
abusing the creative possibilities offered by the new 
rites, there are imposed on the faithful experiments 
which have nothing to do with the demands for a 
noble simplicity and the essence of the Church’s
